The  weather  bureau  at  Morris  r'leld  (about  five  miles  from 
the  Imperial  ‘-otton  Vlils,  Belmont,  *' • C.  - where  object  was 
sighted)  reports  that  tne  weather  on  8 "arch  1948  at  1100  hrs* 
as  unlimited  celling,  clouds  about  *1,  high  (above  10,000  ft*) 
thin  olrrus,  estimated  at  30,000  ft  at  1130  hrs*  Morris  ^leld 
says  that  these  conditions  were  general  over  a large  area,  and 
undoubtly  the  same  over  the  sighting  spot  as  they  were  at  the 
weather  alatlon  at  Morris  **ield. 


Have  Interviewed  the  witness,  Mr again  and  he 
says  that  since  he  Is  not  a trained  aerial  observer  and  does 
not  know  either  the  actual  size  of  the  object  or  the  distance, 
would  be  unable  to  estimate  horizontal  or  slant  range,  or 
determine  whether  the  object  appeared  to  be  large  at  a great 
distance,  or  smaller  at  a lesser  distance,  ^here  are  no  other 
known  observers  other  than  Vr.  and  bis  per^y. 


‘*r*  JBVlKMie added  nothing  further  to  the  original  report, 
except  that  ne  seems  to  be  of  the  impression  that  the  object 
was  a disc  rather  than  a sphere,  but  X don't  see  how  he  could 
determine  this  under  the  conditions,  and  since  he  was  uncertain 
in  his  original  report,  believe  it  should  probably  be  discounted. 
He  was  quite  Insistent  that  he  heard  no  sound,  and  that  It  wasn't 
in  his  oclnion  a convantional  type  airplane. 


It  Is  regretted  that  no  more  information  Is  available.
